THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 
] FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT I. 


HAIFA, PALESTINE, Fes, 5, 1883. 
nights ago I was Gisiurbed by the unusual sound of a waggon 
rambling past my decor at isdioe o'clock in the morning. A little after daybreak 
| discovered the cause. Fight well dressed, respectable looking Jewish women 
sith three children, two of them little girls, were lying asleep on the straw in 
the open barn. They had been eight days walking from Jaffa in search of 
‘heir male relatives, and had been brought from the Colony at Summarinia one 
of the colonists’ waggons, but owing to the badne ss of the roads had been more 
than twelve hours on the way, and more than eighteen without food. 


My first care, therefore, was to provide them with hot and breakfast and 
shortly after one of the men who had accompanied them returned from the town, 
about a mile distant, where he had been to fiod quarters for them, and they are 
now added to the suffering group of families already quartered in that place. 
The present condition of these poor emigrants is painful in the extreme, the 
more 80, as with proper care and management, much of the distress they are 
now enduring might have been avoided. It was to be expected, in the face of 
the declaration of the Turkish Government that colonization by Jews in 
Palestine was prohibited, that difficulties would be encountered ; and it was, 
therefore, rash in the highest degree to eend one shipload after another of 
emigrants without waiting to hear how the first comers fared. No doubt the 
Central Committee of Galatz, under whose auspices this colony is being formed, 
has had to submit to great. pressure on the part of the poorest clacs of Rouma- 
nian Jews, who are unable to make a living in their own country and least 
6 ted to make one in another. Bot this pressure should have been resisted, and 
ovly those possessing some capital and agricultural experienc> should have 
been sent in the first instance. A very sinall detachment, so as not to attract 
the attention of the Turkish Government, would bave enfliced to prepare land 
and houses for those who were to follow, and these should have been sent by 
two and three families at a time, with asuflicient interval between each. Above 
all, a greater number of families should not have been sent than the land cou!'d 
support; instead of which sixty families, consisting of fuurhundred and twenty 
souls, arrived in less than two months, at the most inclement season of the 
year, and without any preparation whatever having been made on the land for 
their reception. So large an influx excited the attention of the authorities all 

slong the coast. Forbidden to land at one port they managed to smuggle 
themeelves on shore at another, until they are now ecatterel—some at Beyrount, 
some at Jaffa, and some here. I*amilies with a father in one place, a mother 
at another, achild at another, and all trying to converge here, which they are 
atraid to attempt, except on foot, for fear of not belug allowed to land should 
they risk themselves in a steamer. Fach soul receives a kum nearly equivalent 
to threcpence a day, sustenance moaey, besiles-a supply of flour. The men 
Lave been struggling to work on the land at Sammarin, where thev have been 
living in the peasants’ bute, and endaring the greatest privation owing to the 
absence of any protection from the rain and to the roughness of their fare. 
They have shown an energy and fortitude under these circurnstantes worthy of 
all praise. If, owing to utter inexperience in matters of organization, igao- 
rance of the local conditions, to the opposition of the Government and general 
mismanagement, this colony has so far met with nothing but the severest tiiala, 
its whole history goes to disprove tho assertions of those opposed to Jewish 
colonization in Palestine on the grounds, first, that no desire exists on the part 
of the Jews to go to Palestine; and secondly, that the Jew is averse to agricul-

tural pursuits, 


The ‘first assertion is disproved by the fact that a hundred and twenty 
thousand francs were subscribed by Roumanian Jews for the foundation of 
this colony, and the second by the fact that these poor Jews have shown as 
much endurance and perseverance in their labours on the soi! during the last 
two months as could have been expected from any race or other class of men. 
They are the victims of cireumstances which are by no means inherent in 
Palestine colonization schemes. For instance, the land bought is not calculated 
to support more than thirty families, but sixty have been sent io find a living 
npon it—and it is jast this circumstance which induces me now to make an 
appeal to those Jews in Esgland who feel an interest in the matecial develop- 
ment of the reeources of this country by Jews Unless something is done to

Rabbi when it was resolved to appoint a Committee for the purpose of watching 
over the needs of the community, and its income and expenditure. A sub- 
committee, presided over by the Chief Ribbi, was at the samo time appointed 
to draw up a code of laws for tho management of the communal affaira. As 


s00n as the laws shall have received the sanction of the Government, they will 
be submitted for final approval to a public mosting of the commanity. 


An incident is reported from Rassia which, happily, has terminated more 
favourably for the Jews than would have been the case two years. A party of 
four peasants in the village of Irostsky, being intent on breaking into and 
plundering the local church, procured a cap such as is usually worn by Orthodox 
Jews with the object of leaving it behind themin the church in order to cast 
suspicion on one of the Jewish inhabitants. The ruse succeeded, andafter the 
sacrilege was discovered, the enraged population set about finding the owner of 
thecap. The man voluntarily came forward and admitted the ownership of 
the incriminating article of head gear, but expressed his ignorance as to how it 
came into the church since he and his family had spent the whole night indoors 
in celebrating the wedding of his daughter. But the peasants, convinced that 
the crime had been committed by the Jew, were prepariog to lynch him and 
sack his house a la Balia, when fortunately the chief constable of the district, 
tegether with the magistrate, appeared onthe spot. Theso officials believed the 
Jew’s story, but in order to appease ihe excited population and to ensure the 
safety of the Jews themselves, they ordered the arrest of the accused and all 
the guests who were present at the wedding. A search was then instituted in 
every house and resulted in the discovery of the scolen property. The culprit 
having confessed his guilt, he and his three accomplices were arrested and the 
Jews set at liberty. Commenting on this occurrence, the Ruski Evrei of St. 
Petersburg, observes: “ How easily this incident might have led to a fresh 
serics of fresh outrages upon the Jews not only of that village but throughout 
its neighbourhood. Fortunately a better spirit prevails at proseuat in the highest 
circles in Kussia with regard to the Jews, and this spirit is evidently ponetratiag 
among the lower sections of the oflicial world in our Empire.” 


A correspondent writing from Wolverhampton calls attention to the 
subject of voting at charity elections. fe points out the psculiar hardship 
inflicted upon an orphan candidate who with 21 votes was, for the third time, 
unsuccessful at the recent election of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 
It is a fact that we have not yet reached an ideal perfectibility in the system 
of electing inmates of our charitable institutions. It is one of those problems 
that cannot be settled by any abstract theorising. The whole question bristles 
with practical difficulties and seriously aff.cis the pecuniary position of the 
charities concerned. The Committees have shown every desire to meet all 
reasonable objections, short of the total abolition of voting by the general body 
of subscribers. The time has not yet arrived when the system could be 
abolished with advantage. lew Committees would care to have cast upon them 
the responsibility of electing inmates, which has been adopted in the solitary 
instance of the Jewish Home, where it practically means the admission in 
rotation of all accepted candidates. The fear that the charities would saffer 
through the absence of the general interest evoked by the periodical elections 
is too well grounded to be set aside by any abstract reasoning, however 
plausible or theoretically sound. , 


An unsuccessful attempt was made at the recent meeting of the Governors 


of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylam to aflirm the ineligibility of the 


children of crimina's for admission iato that institution. We heartily rejoice 
that the attempt ended in failure. Criminal children should clearly not be 
admitted to corrupt the others, but the children of fathers who have committed 
crimes do not necessarily belong to the criminal classes. Thecharity was well 
advised in laying down no hard-and-fast line. The character of the young 
inmates themselves is the important point. It isnot for human beings to 
arrogate the right of visiting the sinsof the parents uponthe children, = 


The correspondence connected with Mr. Charlesworth’s complaint against 
the ‘* Salvation Army ”’ leaders reminds us how free the history of Judaism is 
from records of factitious religious excitement. From Moses to Mendelssoln there 
has never been wanting Prophet or Priest, Military Leader or Rabbio, to awaken 
Israecl’s dormant love for his religion. But with the exception, perhaps, of the 
Essenes, whose asceticism was certainly not Jewish, the fervour thus kindled 
has been kept within due bounds, and directed into safe channels. It follows 
that Judaism has never been the means of sowing discord in the family circle. 
Whatever efforts it has exacted, they have always been strictly compatible with 
the faithful discharge of the duties which husband and wife and parent and 
child owe to each other. It has not been possible for the priest to weaken the 
force of conjugal or filial love ; nor has Judaism ever had a place in its system 
for such a thing as a convent. Oa the contrary, the Jew is told that his 
religious duty lies both in the home and the world beyond it, and that Religion 
has no higher claims than those which may be satistied by earnest labours in the

ANGLO-JEWISH T[ISTORY, 
TO TRE EDITOR OF THE * JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


crp.—As a proof of the presence of Jews in England long before Cromwell, I 
rend you the following account, extracted from the Life of the celebrated Iraac 
Casaubon, by Mark Pattison: | 

Casaubon met at Oxford, 1610, a young Jew—Jacob Barnet—who gave instruc- 
tion in Hebrew to the studente. Getting into conversation with him he was struck 
with his Talmudical learning, also with his knowledge of Latin. Casaubon took him to 
read Rabbinical Hebrew with him, and travelled with Barnet to London and installed 
him in his own house ; but he found him too expensive to keep, and returned him 
to Oxford. Jacob Barnet evinced dispositions towards Christianity. and he sent him 
back with leiters of recommendation to his Oxford friends, as many as nine and ten 
‘, one day. He spoke to the then Archbishop (Abbot), as als» to the King, James 
I. Abbot himself wrote to the \ ice-Chancellor and enjoined him in person to under- 
take the instruction of the promising convert, 

The conversion became the topic of the day. All the details of the baptism 
wore arranged beforehand by the authorities with the most scrupulous anxiety. Tne 
Archbishop ordered a sermon to be preached, The Vice-Chancellor was to administer 
the rite ; there being no form of adult-baptism in the Anglican Ritual, an extem- 
pore prayer was to be used, This caused a great offence to the risiny Ritualist party 
and a keen debate arose in the Council of Doctors, Heads, and Proctors. As the 
fittest day for the ceremony Michaelmas-day was fixed. The Vice-Chancellor wrote 
to Casaubon that bis pupil promised excellently, and he hoped he would tuen out a 
second James and disciple of Christ. Michaelmas-day approached, and all was 
ready with the exception of the chief actor. The bird had flown! The day before 
the ceremony Jacob had decamped, 

The heads were furious at being duped. The Proctors’ emissaries were sent out 
horse and foot, to scour the country. They suececded in capturing him on bis way 
to’ London, thus exceedioy the limits of their authority? The Vice-Chancellor com- 
mitted him to jail, for what offence is not very clear, as Casaubon ventured to say 
that to decline baptism is not a misdemeanour by the laws of Enelaud. Ilowever. 
they kept him locked up in Baccarde, a miserable hole, where he was lixely.to have 
died of filth and sarvation. Casiubon, when he heard of his sufferioe's. and that 
some of tte doctors were bent on his further punis'ime:nt, exerted his inter: st with 
the King and the Archbishop to vet him released, which was not efferted until 
December. Being kept in prison, ani afterwards banished from Oxford, you 
will perceive that in those days it wa3 very danverous to play fast and loose with 
Christianity. |

‘1 full—was remilted to a committee consisting of ail the Elders (about 40 
gentlemen) who will report to the Vehi/in, the general body of members of 


the congregation. 


SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE JEWS’ SYNAGOGUES. 


“CITY FREEHOLDS.” 
SCHEME OF THE MAHAMAD. 


Under the heading of “City Freelholds,” in the Speech of the Gentlemen of the Mahamad pre- 
sented to the Elders on the 14th of January last, the following paragraphs appear :— 

“The Mahamad will at this Session place before you a eubject which, in their opinion, is of 
exceptional intere-t to the future welfare of our Congregation, 

“The time bas, in their opinion, arrived for admitting that our ancient Synagogue no longer 
serves its purpose, nor is it reserted to for prayer by a large number of the Congregation. The entire 
body of its supporters has left the neighbourhood, and the Synagogue is practically deserted, On 
some Sabbaths not ene Yahid except our own officials is to be seen there, 

“On the other hand, the accommodation afforded in the Branch Synagogue is not always ade- 
quate to the number of residents in the locality. : 


“Under these and other circumstances, which will be mentioned, the Mahamad hope to be pre- | 


pared to submit to you in the course of the Session a Scheme for dealing with our property in Bevis 
Marks and Heneage Lane, and the removal of the old Synagogue and its adjacent Institutions to 
such localities as shall be suitable to the requirements of our members, 

“With confids nee they commend this subject to your serious consideration, and hope that you 
will bestow such care and thought on all the beatings of this important question as will guide your 
deliberations to a judicions and teneficial decision, 

“ There are necessarily many details in connection with this question whica will have to be 
embodied in the scheme, and we shall ask you,to refer the whole matter to a Special Committee to 
be appointed to frame a Report on the matter to be submitted to you,” 

In submitting this scheme to the considaration of the Elders, the Mahamad assume that the 
statement made by them in the speech as to the ancient Synagogue in Bevis Marks ‘being deserted 
is correct. and that the time has arrived for building a new Synagogue at the West End of London, 
capable of holding a larger number of persons than can be now accommodated at the Bryanstone 
Street Svnagogue, 

The Mahamad are also impressed with the belief that our City property can be dealt with for 
building purposes in such a manner as to epsure 4 larger and an equally safe revenue to the 
Synagogue. 

With regard to the Bryanstone Strect Synagogue, it is well known that on the principal festivals 
it is inconveniently drowded, There 1s no room in the Bench for all the Wardens, and on many ocea- 
sions Elders of the Congregation and their familics are unable to obtain places. The building is not 
well sitaate for the present requirements of the Congregation, and there is no object in Keeping it up 
ifa Jarge synagogue ist) be built farther West. The present premises ia Bryanstone Street can be 
pulled down and three or four houses erected on the ground, the rent from which will Certaiuly not 
be less than the amount now payable under the present lease. ; 

The increase of work arising from our communal affairs necessilates a large numbe 
ings, and it is found to be attended with much incouvenience to gentlemen to hold thes 
the City. 

The locality in which our poor reside may be taken to be Commercial Road, Leman Street, and 
Whitechapel. It is beNeved thatin the neighbourhood of Commercial Road property can be acquired 
on reasonable terms, Which will be suitable fora synagogue aud the buildings proposed to be erected 
for the poor.

Tue LATE Herr MaGcnus or BERLIN,—The high position which the late 
Privy Commercial Councillor Meyer Magnus held in Berlin, and the regard in 
which he was held by all sections of the community, the insignificant body of anti- 
Semites perhaps alone excepted, were shown by the attendance of some of the fore- 
most men in the state as well as representatives of the court at the funeral obse- 
ques, which, as we have already mentioned, commenced with a service in the Great 
Synagogue in the Oranienburgerstrasse. Among the principal mourners were 
General’ von Stosch, Minister of Marine ; Friedberg, Minister of Justice ; General 
von Normann, First Aide-de-Camp to the Crown Prince, who specially represents 
his Imperial Highness; Herr von Forckenbeck, chief Burgomaster of Berlia, 
tovether with delegations from corporate and other bodies in the capital and several 
members of Parliament. The bier and coffin were almost hidden from view by an 
immense number of floral tributes, conspicuous among them being two magnificent 
wreaths sent by the Crown Prince and Princess, The service having been concluded 
the cortege, in which a state carriage of the Prince Imperial held a prominent place, 


took place, A touching address was delivered at the grave by the Chief Bargo- 
master. 


CONSTANTINOPLE —Two of the most prominent members of the Austrian 
Colony in Constantinople, both of whom are Jews, have lately been raised by the 
Emperor Francis Joseph to the ranks of the hereditary nobility. One is the banker, 
Herr Bernhard Siegfried, Ritter von Adler, President of the Austrian Hungarian 
Chamber of Commerce in the Turkish Capital, and the other is the Advocate, Dr: 
Josef, Ritter von Nevey. 


THE RusstAN REFUGEES IN PARIS.—Riotous scenes, similar to those which 
have on more than one occasion been reported from New York, are unhappily the 
order of the day among the Russian refugees who have settled in Paris. One 
last week the disturbances which these individuals created in front of the Bureau 
de Bienfaisance was of so serious a ‘character, the refugees threatening to take the 
office by assault, that several policemen had to be sent for to restore order, Such 
proceedings cannot but alienate the sympathy felt for the strangers. 


THE ANTI-SEMITIC AGITATORS.—Herr Windisch (co-Editor and proprietor with 
the Hungarian Deputy Simonyi of the anti-Semitic journal the Grenzhofe, which i8 
published at Pressburg) who, as we mentioned at the time was arrested for forgery, 
has been found guilty and sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment. The Public 
Prosecutor has appealed against this sentence on the ground of its leniency. A

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— THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 


] FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT J. 


HAIFA, PALESTINE, 5, 1883. 
A few nights ago I was disturbed by the unusual sound of a waggon 
rumbling past my door at ove o'clock in the morning. A little after day break 
| discovered the cause. Eight well dressed, respectable looking Jewish women 
with three children, two of them little girls, were lying asleep on the etraw in 
the open barn. They had been eight days walking from Jaffa in search of 
their male relatives, and had been brought from the Colony at Summarin ia one 
of the colonists’ waggons, but owing to the badness of the roads had been more 

than twelve hours on the way, and more than eighteen without food. 

My first care, therefore, was to provide them with hot coffee and breakfast 
shortly after one of the men who had accompanied them returned from the town, 
‘about a mile distant, where he had been to fiod quarters for them, and they are 
now added to the suffering group of families already quartered in that place. 
| The present condition of these poor emigrants is painful in the extreme, the 
© more so, as with proper care and management, much of the distress they are 
now enduring might have been avoided. I[t was to be expected, in the face of 
the declaration of the Turkish Government that colonization by Jews in 
Palestine was prohibited, that difficulties would be encountered; and it Was, 
» therefore, rash in the highest degree to tend one shipload after another of 
; emigrants without waiting to hear how the first comers fared. No doubt the 
Central Committee of Galatz, under whose ansp ices this colony is being formed, 
has had to submit to great pressure on the part of the poorest class of Rouma- 
‘pian Jews, who are unable to make a living in their own country and least 
“fiited to make one in another. But this preesure ethould have been ré sisted, and 
ovly those possessing some capital and agricultural experiencs should have 
been sent in the first instance. A very small detachment, so as not to attract 
ithe attention of the Turkish Government, would have snfficed to prepare land 
and houses for those who were to follow, and these should have been sent by 
two and three families at a time, with asuflicient interval between each. Above 
all, a greater number of families should not have been sent than the land cou'd 
support; instead of which sixty families, consisting of four hundred and twenty 
“poule, arrived in less than two months, at the most inclement season of the 
year, and without any preparation whatever having been made on the land for 
their reception. So large an influx excited the attention of the authorities all 
along the coast. Forbidden to land at one port they managed to smuggle 
themeelves on shore at another, until they are now ecatterel—some at Beyrout, 
Some at Jaffa, and some here. T'amilies with a father in ono place, a mother 
at another, achild at another, and all trying to couverge here, which they are 
afraid to attempt, except on foot, for fear of not belug allowed to land should 
they risk themselves in a steamer. Each soul receives a sum nearly equivalent 
fo threepence a day, sustenance money, besiles a supply of flour. The men 
-  Bave been struggling to work on the land at Summarin, where they have been 
; living in the peasants’ bute, and enduring the greatest privation owing to the 
yabsence of any protection from the rain and to the roughness of their fare. 
“They have shown an energy and fortitude under these circu:nstan?es worthy of 
‘all praise. If, owing to utter inexperience in matters of orgauization, igao- 
Tance of the local conditions, to the opposition of the Government and general 
Wismanagement, this colony has so far met with nothing but the severest trials, 
; “its whole history goes to disprove the assertions of those opposed to Jewish 
| J eolonization in Palestine on the grounds, first, that no desire exists on the part 


1 of the Jews to go to Palestine ; and secondly, that the Jew is averse to agricul-

Letters have been adidresse 1 to London from the spiritual heads of the 
Jewich community of Jerusalem reporting that the Barial place ot the Pro- 
phets Haggai, Zechariah and Malachi, which bas been preserved to the Jews 
from time immeworial, is about to be sold by the Turkish authorities to a 
Christian sect who intend to build a church upon the site. At the urgent 
request of the Jewish authorities, Raouf Pasha has deferred the completiou of 
the eale. But it is anticipated that unless prompt intervention takes place to 
prevent the threatened desecration, the questionable rights of the purchasers 
will be enforced. The site, which was purchased by the Russian Archimandrite 
in Jerusalem for £80, is situated onthe ascent of the Mount of Olives adjoining 
the Jewish cemetery. For this reason it is probable that if proper and prompt 
representations be made to the Porte, the threatened desecration of the sacred 
spot may be averted.

The CHAIRMAN, who, on rising was received. with cheers, said : It is not the 
first time that I have had the honour of addressing my coreligionists in this room, 
On no occasion have I risen with greater diflidence, not on account of the cause 
which I advocate, but that I feel I shall not do ample justice to it. We liveina 
country where we enjoy all the advantages of civil and religious liberty, where 
as 4 community we have been very prosperous and perhaps more prosperous than 
are our coreligionists in any part of the world. We have had of late many examples 
of persecution in different parts of the Continent. In this country, however, there 
has been hitherto no symptom of the great prejudice against the Jews as a race 
which is known on the Continent as Judeniefze. We all of us ask the reason and the 
cause of it. I believe it is because the Jews in this country have been true to their 
race and to their religion, and have never individually been ashamed, in their pros- 
perity, of their poorer brethren. They have always endeavoured to raise them toa 
posiuion worthy of the free country in which they live. (Hear, hear). Feeling that 
deeply, I have no hesitation in introducing to you the cause which it is my duty to 
bring before you. Increased numbers of foreigners continue to come here, mostly 
married and with larve families. These children have to be educated and brought up 
as Envlishmen. If we are to throw the burden of bringing up these children 
on the State and not take advantage of the liberality of our brethren we may raise 
the same evil in this country as exists in other countries. These were the ideas 
which made the Committee of the Jews’ Free School consider the course to pursue 
in the present position of the instituiion. The Jews’ Free School is not a young 
institution. It is morethan a hundred years old. It was originally started in 1770 
with 21 boys ard now numbers 2,700 pupils. These 2,700 scholars were ex»mined 
last week by Her Majesty's Inspector, and Mr, Angel writes to me that notwith- 
standing the enormous number Of foreign children, the examination has been more 
successful than hitherto. (Cheers.) More children passed in reading and in English 
pronunciation than ever before—almost one hundred per cent, This alone speaks 
wonders for the Institution and for the zeal, I was going to say the genius, 
of the teachers, (Cheers.) The children are taught by English men and English 
women. Last year the whole position of the school was brought before 
the notice of the Committee, A new education Code had been passed. The 
system of education has been completely changed. All those children who are now 
taught to write on slates will be required to write in copy-books, The demands of 
the new Code were such that it would have necessitate! the turning of 1,000 

children into the streets. We could not make up our minds to turn these children 
into the streets, and, therefore, the only question on which there was a division of 
opinion, Was whether another school in some other part of London should be founded 
or whether the present building should be enlarged. No doubt there are some 
advantages in having two schools, and a great many people advocated that proposi- 
tion, But there would be a great difficulty in maneving two schools and owing to 
this and other reasons we came to the conclusion to enlar,e the present Free School 
and to make it a fit school and cutliciently large to accommodate two or three 
thousand children, (Cheers.)

Let us see what the Free School is doing. Last vear it admitted 590 children of 

foreign parents, It is almost marvellous, butitis nevertheless the truth, that within 

six monthsthese Polish children have been able to speak and read English admirably, 
although at home they may probably not have spoken asingle word of that language, 
Why, this is one of the most extraordinary circumstances in the history of education. 

As to religious education the school is attended for Hebrew and religious instruction 
on Sundays in the summer months by from 1,100 to 1,300 boya, and in the winter 
months by no less than:1.500 children. Consider how peculiarly the Jewish commu- 
Lity stands in its relations to the community at large. Who are revarded as 
samples of relizion’ It Christianity had to be considered, the world 
would point to men ljike Glad-tone or Jobn Bright, or to a philanthropist who had 
distinguishtd himseif in the world as the Sassoons have done in India, Now take 
the Jews.

How essential is it then, if we wish to 
stand well with the worid, for us to take care that our poorer classes should receive 
a refined education.

excellent intentions. In conclusion, I may mention on behalf of the old pupils that 
we have already raised £8v to form the nucleus of a fund for a prize in memory of 
that friend of the Jews. the late Sir Anthony de Rothschild. (Cheers.) 

Mr, ALFRED BEDDINGTON briefly seconded the proposition. 

‘The Rev, A. B. Davis of Sydney preposed: ** That a number of ladies and 
gentlemen who have themselves been educated at the school be.invited to convoke 
a public meeting of old pupils for the purpose of making a special collection among 
their fellow past pupils, to be called the ‘Past Pupils Fand.’” The resolution was 
one which would commend itself to the intelligence of the meeting, 
No one could more appropriately have moved the resolution than himself 
seeing that more than forty years ago he had been a pupil of the Jews’ 
Free Schoo!.. The contrast between the school as it was at that time, and as it is 
at prcsent, was astonishing. It was now a school of which all English Jews might 
justly be proud, for it offered a proof of the interest which the community took in 
the education of the poorer classes. The school had not only produced many men 
of eminence, but it had also sent forth others who in the far distant possessions of 
Great Britain were spreading the seed which had been sown in the great school. 
Among such men he might mention Mr. Hyman Isaacs who was doing good work 
in Syduey. No one, he felt confident, would hold back when an eppeal was made 
in aid of their national institution, especially when it was made by a m:mber of 
the honoured house of Rothschild, which was so conspicuous for its support and its 
abiding interest in the progress of the school. It might not be generally known 
that even in his own distant city that family took an interest in Jewish education, 
one of its most honoured members, the Baroness Lionel de Rothschild, having for 
the iast eighteen yeara given an annual prize toa boy and a girl in the Sydney 
Sabbath School. He did think no oue, least of all any old pupils who enter- 
tained a spark of affection for their old school, would bold back, when the report of 
the meeting went forth into the world, and when it would be seen therefrom how 
many influential men had taken part in the day's proceedings, 

Mr. S. BARNETT, in seconding the vote as an old pupil, paid a tribute of praise 
to the talent«d Headmaster of the Free Schoo!, Mr, Angel. 

The motion was carried, 

Mr. Macrice Harr in moving,“ That the co-operation of the Jewieh clergy 
be solicited towards promoting the success of the uodertaking,” said the object of 
the resolution was a mere formal one, it having been anticipated by the presence 
of the greater portion of the Jewish clergy of every section of the community. 
Through the ministers who had already spoken, the cleruy had made a powerful 
appeal, and-in the more substantial eifurts which wou! be req Lired, thetr exertions 
would. surely not be relaxed, The clergy covered the entire community, no 
section of which shonld be exempted from contribating to. w iat might be justly 
called a great national movement. Their efforts should. be directed to the lowest 
strata of the community, who sympathised with the movement, and from whom 
periodical contributions might be obtained, as well as to auother outside class, 
‘which had withheld its support from the movement because itdid not entirely meet 
the views of that class with regard to the system of education. Seeing, however, 
that the poorer classes made many a sacrifice rather than that their chiidren should 
attend Christian schools, the present movement which was intended for their 
benefit, deserved the utmost encouragement, 80 that poor children who had been 
hammered into stolid indifference might be led inte anu arena by which they would 
become useful citizens of the country ant worthy members of the Jewish 

unity. 
exry A. Isaacs, C.C,, said : I have been requested to second the propost- 
tion, but I consider it one that is superfluous and perfectly unnecessary, roms 
appears that to ask a Jewish clergyman to co-operate In advancing pine aye 
such as the Free School, is equivalent to asking a hungry mat to eat, irst 
to drink, The members of the Jewish clergy devote themsc.ves thorougnly an | 
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nestly to thore institutions which minister to the bolily wants of our community. 
surely they will not be wanting in sympathy with an institution whic ministers 
to our intellectual wants. Iam sure we can count upon their support. We have 
heard mention of the useful men who have in their early days been pupil's of the 
Free School, some of whom have risen to oecupy seats in our Colonial Levislature, 
but I have not heard a word sail of these women who have been tanght in that 
admirable institution, and I venture to eay that a great amount of the usefulness 
which hss been brought to the knowledge of the meeting to-day has b en conferred 
on the community by those who are its wives and mothers. (Ifear, hear.) [have 
been requested by Sir Benjamin Phillips to express his inability throuvh il/ness to 
be here to-day, and to assure the meeting that it is not for want of sympathy with 
the cause that he is absent, 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. R. D. Sassoox. in moving a vete of thanks tothe Chair, apologised for the 
atsence of his trother. Sir Albert Sassoon. on whose behalf he was proposing the 
resolution which had been entrusted to him. He said : The mecting is wel! aware that 
the worthy and excellent President of the Jews’ free School works with the greatest 
zeal for the benefit of the poorer c’asses. He thereby sets an example to those who 
are endowed with riches, that they shonld lend their valuab!e aid to their less 
fortunate brethren. The name of Rothschild is ore of world-wide fame; whether 
it te to relieve the poor and distresse!, or t» raise the moral and intellectual 
status of the Jewish race throughout the world, the eminent name of that grard 
family is always found in the forefront. (Cheers). Started as it is under such 
auspices, and supported by such men as these I sce arourd me, I have no hesitation 
in saving that the result of the meeting will be attended with unmitigated success. 

Sir Saur Sawvutr, K-CMG., said: T have much pleasure in seconding the 
resolution, I feel I need add nothing tothe verv eloquent remarks made by the 
propeser as to the admirable services rendered by the Chairman to the cause of 
charity and to the Jewish religion at large. 

The vote of thanks was carried by acclamation. 

The CHAIRMAN. in acknowledging the vote, sail: [ have to thank you very much 
for the kind manner in which you have mentioned my name. I do not know that 
I Ceserve any special thanks for presiding over this meeting to-day. Tam gcrateful 
to those gent'’emen who have attended here and who have ro elcequently pleaded the 
cause of the Free School, It has been urged by a good many people that to continue 
the school in Bell Lane does more harm than yool to the Jewish community ; it 
attracts into that neighbourhoo!, it ts said, a vast number of Jews who other vise 
would have been distributed over the metropolis, The. argument is a fallacious 
cne. I need not remind you that wherever you Luild a synagogue Jews go and live 

round it. Tke poor Jews. similarly. flock around the Free School, and if that 
institution were discontinucd, eur foreign poor would not send’ their children to a 
Beard School, but would prefer to send them to the C/edcriin. where they wou'd not 
receive any secular education,

SMYRNA, 4TH, 1853; 

The Jewish community of Smyrna celebrated on Tueslay the 23¢d of January, 
with extracrdinary ¢c’a? a ceremony of which all who assisted thereat will ever 
retain a pleasing recollection. I refer to the inaugaration of the new Boys’ aad Girls’ 
Schools of the Alliance Israelite. 
one occasion of dwelling on this important enterprise, and on the sacrifites which 
had been made in its favour by the Central Committee in Paris, by your own Anglo- 
Jcwieh Association, and especially hy Baron Maurice de. Hirsch, The. féte on the 
231d: ult. [t was presided cver hy his 
Excellency Ali Pasha, Governor-General of the provines, who was supp tei on his 
richt by Mer. Timoni, the Catholic Archbishop, and on his left by the Consul-General 
of France. Among the crowd of notabilities who attended the ceremony tere may 
be mentioned the Contu's-General of Austria-Hungary, Greece, Italy and Portue al, 
the Consuls of Spain, Sweden and Norway, and the United States, nearly all of them 
teing accompanied by their wives and the personne] of the consulates, his Excellency 
General Ferik Pasha. Commandant of the garrison of Smyrna, represen‘atives of 
the various communities in the city, the principal civil and military functionaries, 
the members of the local Committee of the Alliance, and the leading Jewish and 
non-Jewish residents of Smyrna. A rare event in a country where Mussulman 
women are notin the habit of attending public fetes on this character, was the 
presence of Madame Ali Pasha. who, with the ladies of her suite, once again gave 
proof of the profound intcrest which the family of the Governor-General (whose 
children attend the Alliance Schoo!) take in this institution, | 

The pupils,.carrying bouquets of superb flowers and baunerzts, preseedel in 
procession from the old to the new premises. The procession was headed by the 
Committee of the Alliance and by the staff: of teachers, and on its arrival at the 
handsome edifice it was welcomed. by a military band, whilst a guard of honour, 
which had been sent by the Governor-General, presented arms. This guard, con- 
sisting of a picket of gendarmes, remained under arms in the strect where tke 
echool is situated durine the whe!e ceremony, Which, in addit'on to various a liressas 
and prayers, included a performance of a comedy in the Turkish lasvaage by 
beys, and of a French play by pupils of both eexes, ‘Lhe performance was an 
unqualificd success, and the young acturs and actresses Were frequently aud loudly 
applauded by the andience, 

The speeches chiefly tarned on the necessity for instruction, on tho importance 
of the work undertaken in the East by the Allianc? Isractite Universelle andl the 
sister institution in London, and on the solicitude evinced by the Sultan for his 
Jewish subjects. At the termination of the proccedinva the visitors went 
over every part of the builiing, which, as a school, may b2 regarded as a model of 
elegance, space, and salubrity ; indecd, the Alliance does not possess its equal 
throughout the whole of the East. The Jews of Smyrna have thus every richt to 
he proud of the ceremony which I have just described, and the success of which is 
due to the local Committee of the Alliance, s9 ably presided over by MM, Alexandre
